TION. — : : 


We haye boen requested by the medical 
fuoulty of ShangLai to draw the attention 
of ‘thosa employed in tho veasels of the 
China coast to the urgent ‘heed of periodi- 
cal vaccination a3 a means of lessening the 
virulence of attacks of small-pox which are 
a0 frequons and almost unavoidable in such 


as placa as China, Whatover may be the 
opinions of anti-vaccinationists in Euro 0. 
it has been demonstrated by the ductors of 
Shanghai that those who have auceumbed 
to an attack of the diseasa have invariably 
been tho ones who have not been inno- 
culated since childhood, or hare not been 

rotected at all, and such a record should 
Be asuffcient guaranteo of the neecssity 
of availing oneself of such protection as 
the ecience of medicine affords. . 

Two cases of officers of ahips ‘have been 
mentioned as haying, occurred during tho 
last month, both of Ginch ‘oved fatal sud 
of which the patients not been 
vaccinated sinco childhood and the doctor 
who attended then in what proved to be 
their last illness is convinced that had they 
been innoculated within the it four or 
five years their lives could with certainty 
have been saved:
